The postal authorities are prepared 
to enforce the anti-lottery law vigorous- 
ly, and it is therefore important that 
tie public sliould understand its provi- 
sions. The bill gives power to the post- 
master general, and it will be danj^cr^ 
ous ior any person to meddle with lot- 
tery tickets. It forbids Ihe carrying in 
the mail or delivery, or through any 
postoffice, or by any mail carrier, of 
any letter,postal card or circular of any 
lottery, or any list of drawings of the 
same, or any check, draft, bill, money, 
postal note or money order for the pur- 
chase of any ticket. 
It forbids carry- 
ing any newspaper, circular, pamphlet 
or publication of any kind containing 
advertisement of any lottery, or con- 
taining any list of prizes of any such 
lottery. 


It forbids any persons from deposit- 
ing or causing to be deposited,or know- 
ingly sending, or causing to be sent, 
any such matter by mail. 
It provides 
that proceedings for violation of this 
law may be instituted either in the dis- 
trict at which the mailing was done,or 
at the place to which it is earned by 
mail for delivery, or at any place where 
it is delivered to the person addressed. 


Mrs. Anna Beatty, who lived with 
her family in Bay View, Wis., died a 
a most horrible death the other even- 
ing. 
About two weeks ago a fly got 
into one of her nostrils, and it was some 
time before she was able to remove it, 
and an itching sensation remained and 
her nose and

sick maggots were discovered m her 
nose and throat, and for several days 
Mrs. Beatty had been-Minable to swal- 
low anything like fot)d. 
Her death 
was the cause of having been literally 
eaten up by maggots. 
She d ed in tlie 
greatest agony, and her affliction was 
a puzzle to the doctors. 
Upon exam 
ination of the body it was found that 
the partition of her nose was gone, a 
hole had been eaten through the roof 
of her mouth, the soft palate disappear- 
ed, and the throat was frightfully eat- 
en. 


C\ C. Chambers, of Punxsutawney, 
Pa., has one of those peculiar freaks of 
nature which we occasionally see in an- 
imal lite and to which Darwin attach- 
es so much importance in his develop- 
ment hypothesia. The animal in ques- 
tion is a colt, now about four months 
old, with five legs, or rather four and a 
half, as the fifth leg branches oft from 
the right fore leg, just below the knee. 
It is periectly formed and just the pro- 
per length to strike the ground at the 
same time the other one does. The sur- 
plus member is just a trifle smaller 
than the natural leg, but the foot is 
about the same size, and the colt walks 
on all five feet. 
The mostrosity was 
born in Indiana county, and the man 
who owned its dam regarded it as an 
ill omen. 
Mr. Chambers, i:s present 
owner, will exhibit the freak. 


Friday evening the limited express 
from Duluth struck an immense herd 
of deer which dashed across the trfick 
near Mansfield, Minn., killing a great j 
number.

and he has spent many years and a 
fortune of 1 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 francs in bringing 
it 
to 
perfection. 
The 
advantages 
claimed for this new rifle are cheap- 
ness, a perfect weapon costing but five 
dollars, rapidity of action, it being pos- 
sible to fire 350 times in less than 
three minutes, force, exceeding that of 
gunpowder, and absence of noise and 
smoke. 


Iowa has wassed a stringent tramp 
law. 
It declares that any male person 
sixteen years of age or over,who is phy- 
sically able to work, who is wandering 
abotit begging or idle and who cannot 
show reasonable efforts to secure em- 
ployment; shall be deemed a tramp, 
sent to jail and put to hard 
work. 
While in jail he shall not be allowed 
tobacco, liquors, sporting or illustrated 
newspapers, cards or any other means 
of amusement. 
Tramps will give Iowa 
a wide berth.

Tho Secret of Shooting on tho Wins*. 


''We are making the best firearms to 
be found in the world in this country to- 
day," writes Captain Bogardus in the 
Philadelphia IHrnes, 
Americans on the 
whole are the best shots. In tho English 
army there arc many good shots at long 
range, but I fail to see the sense of lying 
on one's back, resting tho gun on the 
toes and blazing away at a target 1,000 
yards away, 
The Germans shoot off- 
hand at 200 or 400 yards distance, which 
I think is much better. 
I advise the 
American militia to adopt that style, be- 
cause it will be found more useful in the 
field in actual Avarfare. 


'•It is a well-known fact that one-half 
the shots made in the field are at birds 
which lly across the sportsman or go 
quartering off from him, and most of tho 
misses that occur are owing to tho failure 
of the shooter to hold forward enough so 
that the centre of the charge will bo upon 
tho bird when the shot reaches him.

A hole is now bored into each end of 
tho prepared log about five inches deep. 
Into each of these holes an iron bolt is 
placed, the projecting parts of which 
rest on supports, so that the body hangs 
free. 
The carver now goej from the 
general to the particular. The surface of 
tho wood soon becomes chipped by tho 
chisel, and the log generally takes on 
more definite form. 
Then when 
tho 
figure is completely evolved, the 
finish- 
ing touches are put on with finer carving 
tools. 
Detached hands and arms are 
made separately and joined on to the 
body by screws. 
Then the various por- 
tions of tho figure are appropriately 
painted, the whole is set upon a stand 
running on wheels and it is ready for 
delivery. 
Old figures that have become 
scratched and broken, that have split 
and cracked with the grain, or are dingy 
and dirty and need to be freshened up 
with new coats of paint, are also brought 
to the shop and doctored and patched 
up into a respectable semblance of new- 
ness. 


Time changes and so does the popular 
taste. 
At first the red man ruled tho 
maket almost completely. 
Then came a 
heavy sprinkling of other 
figures—fiery 
Scotchmen, English officers with small 
fatigue caps or high bearskins, and heavy 
swells of ante-bellum times and the wvlv 
period, with inarvelously wide pantaloons 
and waving mutton-chop whiskers, ogled 
simpering Dolly Vardens with bustles, 
and hats tilted forward over the eyes. 
Then came grave Turks, gorgeous sul- 
tanas and columbines- 
Punch, 
with 
rubicund nose and protuberant chin, was

figure. 
There was also tho 
conventional plantation hand,with striped 
pantaloons and a great expanse of shirt 
collar. 
Few of these old figures are seen 
nowadays. 


Meanwhile, the spirit of realistic art 
entered more and more into the work of 
the sign sculptors. 
The wooden Indians 
grew better, quite artistic in some in- 
stances. 
The ' 'artists," ad vancing in 
technique, grew ambitious; more variety 
became the watchword. 
The dude, who 
had occupied the pen of the writer and 
the pencil of the artist, was now perpe- 
tuated in wood. 
Effigies of 
baseball 
players gave sign of a public-spirited 
nature, and there has been quite an erup- 
tion of Pucks, good, bad and execrable. 
*'Vaultin* ambition" strove even to por- 
traiture. 


The price of these figures varies greatly. 
You can get a small Indian for §16, or 
you can indulge your artistic taste up to 
tho tune of $125. 
Metal figures run up 
as high as $175. 
]\Iosfc figures that are 
ordered are simply copied from existing 
ones, tho same design being often re- 
peated. 


Most of the men in the business orig- 
inally carved figureheads for ships. 
But 
with tho decay of American shipping 
they lost their occupation. So they turned 
entirely to what some of them had been 
doing between times—they placed their 
gouge, their mallet, and their parting 
tool at tho service of the tobacco mer- 
chant. Some of thorn are men of decided 
ability and talent. 


Wood, on the whole, is better suited 
for carving in slight relief 
than for 
Bculpturc proper, on account of its ten- 
dency to split and crack. Still sculpture 
in wood, as distinct from wood carving, 
has been practiced at various times with 
great success, and some admirable sam- 
])les of the art are left to us. 
The most 
ancient nations have produced statues of 
wood, but owing to the perishable na- 
ture of the material, many of these are 
known to us only by tho descriptions 
of various classical writers. 
But somo 
exceedingly old examples have been pro- 
served in the tombs of Egypt. 
One of 
these, naarly six thousand 
years old, 
represents a stout, elderly man, and is 
carved out of a sjcamore v/ood, 
Tho 
figure bespeaks a wonderful degree of 
technical skill in the artist, and conse- 
quently shows that tho art must have 
been practiced and developed many cen- 
turies before that time. 


There was ono American sculptor, at 
least, who worked with success in v»ood, 
William Rush, v/ho flourished in Phila- 
delphia, was originally a carvei' of fig- 
ureheads 
for 
ships, and some of his 
carvings became famous in England as 
well as this country. 
Among his works 
are busts of Voltaire, Kousseau, iVauk- 
lin, Penn, etc., various statues of ideal 
figures, many of them carved as 
figure- 
heads, 
His full-length statue of "Wash- 
ington, originally executed for the same 
purpose, 
was bought by the city of 
Philadelphia.—Heio York

PEA BUGS OR 
PEA 
WEEVILS. 


The pea weevil is one of those insld- 
iouE pests which is very difficult, if not 
impossible, to control. 
It is constantly 
increasing in numbers, and has already 
become so abundant and widely dissemi- 
nated that there are few localities in the 
United States where peas are not infested 
with weevils, and for this reason are not 
lit for seed. 
For many years nearly all 
the seed peas sold by our seedsmen have 
been imported either from Europe or 
Canada, but of late the peas raised in 
Canada arc becoming infested with this 
pest. 
The weevils are so small and of 
such a dull color that they are rarely seen 
in the field and garden when at work 
upon the growing crop. 
The female 
beetles deposit their eggs upon tho greon 
pods, and the minute grubs hatched from 
these bore through the pods into the peas 
within, the hole made by the grubs clos- 
ing up as the peivs enlarge in growth,' 
When W3 gather green pea» for the table 
the minute grubs within are notseen, and 
no one but the entomologist suspects their 
presence, but they are there all tho same 
and go into the pot. 
When the peas are 
left to mature and gathered for seed or 
other purposes the grubs are present and 
eating away the substance, but a few 
weeks later they change to tho pupas 
stage, and from this to the perfect beetlo 
or weevil form by the following spring, 
when, if kept in a warm place, they will 
cut a liolc in the skin of the peas and es- 
cape, and this accounts for the holes in 
your seed peas about which you inquire. 
As the weevils are sealed up within the 
peas during the fall and winter it is veiy 
difiicult to reach them with poison or 
kill them without destroying the vitality 
of the peas. 
If wanted only for feeding 
purposes the grubs within can be killed 
by subjecting the peas to a high tem- 
perature for a few moments in a drying 
kiln, but this would render them worth- 
less for planting. 
The only practical

and if all farmers make this a general 
practice the weevils would in a few years 
become far less numerous and destructive 
than at present.—New York 
Sun.

"Fowler Brothers' packing house, at 
:he stock yards, Chicago, was damag- 
by fire Sunday morning to the 
amount of $690,000. 
No cause is as 
-signed ior the fire. Water had no ef- 
fect on the grease-soaked floors, and 
the fire soon reached the tank room, 
where thirty-two tanks of lard were lo- 
-cated. 
These exploded one after an- 
other with loud reports and the boiling 
.lard fed the flames more fiercely. 


The packing room is fifty by a hun- 
dred and fifty feet and the whole inte- 
rior was blazing when 
the 
firemen 
'reached the scene in response to the 
.first alarm. 
The flames spread to the 
-cooling room adjoniing and commenc- 
• cd burning the carcaeses of the hogs 
hanging there. 
In the room were 6,* 
V689 hogs freezing and they burned like 
oil. 
The root fell in about two hours 
after the fire started and the fire lócame 
•more furious. 
Scores of firemen were 
directing a hundred streams of water 
into the burning acres of meat and laid 
with no effect. 


About this time the flames reached 
a lot of saltpetre stored above the pack- 
ing room and the fumes from the burn- 
ing chemicals were awiul. 
It stifled 
the men and made them retreat. 
It 
entered the nostrils and eyes oí men 
and almost made them wild with pain. 
The atmosphere was saturated with it. 


In the basement of the entire build- 
ing was stored an immense amount oí 
salt meals. 
This caught fire, and while 
tlw flames were not furious and were 
prevented from blazing high, they still 
kept eating the sides, shoulders and 
hams that were placed in solid cords, 
layer on layer. 
About 1200 men and 
100 girls were employed by the com- 
pany.

Cypher for the Type^mter. 


An Englishman has invented an in- 
genious method of producing a cipher 
or secret communication by mechanical 
means. 
It is adapted for use on type- 
writers or similar writing 
machines 
where the typo or corresponding index 
scale, dial or pointer is capable of being 
moved or adjusted. 
The typo writing 
machines io be used for the pniposo 
are made in duplicates, so that the two 
index scales correpond with each other 
in the arrangement of their characters, 
but differ from any other pair of ma- 
chines. 
Since the index scale is ad- 
justable, it may be shifted in two cor- 
responding machines, so that one or 
more of the characters is moved out of 
its normal position, and, iu 
conse- 
quence, when the operator strikes a 
certain letter on tho keyboard, another 
totally dilforent will be printed. 
Thus 
he can continue and write out an entire 
letter, which, to the unitiated, will 
seem like nothing moro than a con- 
fused jumble of characters. 


To decipher what has been written 
it is only necessary for the individual 
who has the clew to shift the index 
scale in the opposite direction from 
that used by the original operator, and 
then, by striking on the keyboard the 
characters of the secret communication, 
the correct message will be printed.—

A C h m p Snow Plow. 


ETcrycountrj place where much snow 
falls should have a snowplow in readi- 
nc8S to save most of the slow tincl labori- 
•ous work of shoveling snow. 
With such 
an implement one man with a horse can 
cl«ar out all the paths that may be neres- 
aary in an hour's time, that would take 
•all day with shovels. 
All that is wanted 
is two pieces of heavy boards about six : 
feet long and fifteen to eighteen inchcs 
wide, set on edge in the form of the let- 
ter A with braces arross to keep them in 
position. 
Bind the forward ends of the 
planks together by nailing on irons bent 
to suit and with a hook for the -whiiiie- 
'tree,—^^ew Y^^rk World, 


Curryiiiij a n d UruMhinir Horses. 
It is quite true that horses will live 
"Without the use of the currycomb and 
brush, but they will live and do much 
bettor withnt. 
The skin of any animal 
is continually exuding matter oi various 
kinds—the waste of the system and the 
dead surface, which is always being re- 
placed by new growth. 
This must be 
removed in some way, and in its natural 
•condition the horse rolls and rubs itself, 
and as well as it can gets rid of the exu- 
dation from its s o n . 
A domeKticated 
horse has not these opportunities, and 
the owner mustallord a substitute, which 
is best done by the currycomb and a 
• stiff brush. 
A dean, slick-coated horse 
is always in a healthy condition, and the 
skin is a very satisfactory indication of 
the health of the horse. 
A horse that is 
working should be thoroughly cleane;! 
both morning and night by means of a 
card or currvcomb and a stiff brush.— 
ft!

Deep Soil For Potatoes. 


In relation to deep soil for potatoes, 
'the Countrif UentlGinan says: 
Potatoes 
and corn diiffer in one important 
par- 
ticular. 
A severe drouth of temporary 
continuance, causing the leaves of corn 
to wither, does not seriously a'iiect the 
amount of the crop, while it may greatly 
reduce potatoes. 
Corn planted on in- 
verted sod, plowed only live or 
six 
inches deep, will yield more than on a 
seven or eight-inch sod. 
On the con- 
trary, potatoes are best on a deep soil. 
•"Wo have known sub-soiling to increase 
the potato crop over thirty per cent, as 
compared with contiguous land notsub- 
•soi ed. 
A row of potatoes over a filled 
ditch yielded double the rows in other 
part of the field. 
The roots of potatoes 
run deeper than (ho^e of corn, i-'otatoes 
•require a coniinued supuly of moist- 
ture, and a deep soil will drink 
in a 
copious rain and give it out to the crop 
in time of drouth. 


Cannibal Two-AVinffcd Flics. 
^ 


The larv.e of ccrtain insccts ave bene- 
iicial to man, because of their habit of 
feeding upon the bodies of, and the eby 
•eausing the death of their hosts. 
Of 
these bcnelicial cannibals there are two 
•classes, one of which deposits its eggs in 
• or upon the body of its victim, whe.e it 
hatches, and the larva feeds upon the 
living tissues of its victim; the other 
«^catches its prey and devours it piece- 
meal. or sucks its juices out and casts 
the more solid portion aside. 


To this latter c'& s belong the larvn? of 
-certain two-winged Hies of the Syrphus 
family. 
The adult Hies closely lesemble 
bees in their color, and indeed, in some 
.parts of the country they aie 
called 
'»sweat bees" by the boys. Their larv r are 
particularly fond of plant-lice, and few 
^sights are more inteiCbtingthan to sec the 
footless maggot carefully grof^ng about 
until within'reach of its victim, when it 
stretches out iu ])ointed head, pierces 
the louse, and, holding it aloft,sucks out 
'the juices from its plump body and casts 
the caicass to the winds. 


A species of these larv.p destroys the 
apple-root louse; another attacks the 
loube found on the apple leaves; others 
attack the lice found on various other 
plants. 
The larvae of i^yrphus 
ribesii 
have been known to clear the plum tree 
of the lice pecMÜar to it, 
AVheu the lit o 
have caused the leaves to curl so as to 
prevent the insecticides that may be ap- 
•.plied to the tree from reaching them, 
these larva' are particularly useful in 
following them into such strongholds 
tand completely clearing them 
out.— 
Prairie Farmer*

the floor has been mistaken for a pint. 
If the bleeding is to do any good there 
mu»t bo considerable 
taken. 
If 
the 
broken vein is a small one, and the ca^o 
observed soon after it occurred,^ the 
animal mav be saved.. If it partially 
revives it will bo proper to evacuate the 
bowels. 
A large stock syringe would be 
valuable hero to throw up a quart of 
warm water. 
In most cases, however, 
the owner will have a chance to sell the 
animal for soap fat.—Mw Toj^k Herald. 


Caro of Catllo. 
There is no economy in keeping cattle 
in the pasture now; even where there is 
considerable grass it has been frostbit- 
ten» and has lost its nutritive power. It 
may '»help to till up," a-^ the farmer said 
who mi.\ed sawdust with his meal for 
his fattening hogs, but it does not assist 
much in making either ilesh or milk. 
In the mowing lields there is not likely 
to be any more grass now than will be 
needed to keep the roots from winter 
killing, and all that is fed off this month 
if likely to come out ot next year's hay 
crop. ' I'odder corn, millet and green 
oats are so easily grown that a farmer 
has no excuse for be.ng short of forage 
to winter his stock, if they are put in 
the barn as soon as cold weather begins. 
A little exercise each day in a yard where 
the sun can shine and the wind cannot 
blow upon them may be beneficial to 
them, but they are better oil and can be 
kept much cheaper under cover 
than 
they can when exposed to cold winds 
and storms. 
This is as true of young 
animals as of milch cows. 


Crowd all the grain for the fattening 
stock that they can be made to eat, and 
keep a close watch to see whetker they 
aje gaining Ilesh fast enough to pay foi 
it or not. 
Many farmers kill their ful 
cattle and swine just when they aro 
making the greatest number of pound? 
of meat for the bushel of grain, partly 
because the gam does not show as 
plainly after the animal is pretty well 
fattened, and partly because the amount 
of grain eaten grows larger as the animal 
increases and the cooler weather comes 
on. 
If such farmers could have scales 
upon which they could weigh their ani- 
mals each week, they could easily ascer- 
tain whether the pounds-gained \^ere 
more than payinij for the grain or not. 


Of course other considerations may 
make early slaughtering desirable, such 
as the prospect of the meat being lower 
in price later in the season, Avhea btock 
is brought forward from the West, or if 
the meat is for home use, a dislike to 
1 have it coo fat. 
And a low price for 
tallow may make 
a very fat becve 
sell comparatively lower than one mod- 
erately fat. 
Of these things the farmer 
can judge for himself, but he must also 
remember that a poorly fattened ox will 
shrink forty-five to fifty per cent, from 
the live weight, and a very fat one 
thirty-five per cent, or less, so that every 
pound of gain made now is nearly so 
many pounds of merchantable 
beef. 
There are not m a n y more pounds of ortal 
in a hog that weighs ^00 pounds when 
very fat than theie wiis in the same ani- 
mal when ho weighed yOo pounds.—

Apoplexy is usually a disease of fat 
¡hogs, although an animal that has long 
•been thin or snllering from excessive 
Irritation of the intestinal canal would 
also bo predisposed to it. 
It must be

equilibrium of the system, and in one 
sense the fatness is in iti-elf disease. The

velopment,

All the blood vessels of the 
system are surrounded 
by a strong, 
tough, muscular coat, that in a state of 
perfect health will resist any force that

But the fattening process weak- 
rens these fibers; a sudden or unusual 
'Itrain ruptures one In the brain, and wo 
•call it apoplexy. 
It is not as common 
m the hog as one would expect, but oc- 
tcurs so often that the breeder should 
understand It and know the right thing 
'^to do.

If the rupture is 
ft very small one, when the blood is 
^oozing out In tiny drops, the hog will 
lometiines be found lying insensible and 
breathing heavily. No effort will arouse 
it. 
It is more usual to find a big, fat 
¿hog lying dead, with no external marks 
'Or signs of the cause of death.

open the ukull carefully, and a clot of 
blood of greater or less extent will be

If alive, however, tie a 
stout cord above the knee, and with a 
gtick take a twist in the cord, until on 
the inner side of the leg below the knee 
the brachial brain can be felt.

Belgium used to be the great source of' 
production for fraudulent old furniture,, 
but the house in question eventually saw 
its way clear to making its stock at- 
home. 
It imported the best Belgian andj 
French wood-carvers and designers it. 
could secure. 
It purchased genuine old. 
pieces to be used as models, and photo- 
graphs, engravings and drawings of old 
furniture in European 
museums. 
Its: 
work is beautiful and worth money,, 
though not, of course, the three or four- 
hundred per cent, profit it sticks upoa.. 
it on account of its alleged antiquity, of 
which, if you demand it, it will furnish 
a certificate. 
One part of its factory is. 
devoted to the production of counterfeit.
